government an of the Galveston plan 
and then of the Des Moines plan; 
but the commission form of govern­ 
ment never got. a foothold in more 
than only a few really large cities. 
The real "business plan" has since 
bien worked out by other municipal- 
Hies, and has proved a success In big 
cities, 
We hear frequent complaints 
about commission 
government and 
changes are ever being made, and 
we alw ays note a constant drift In 
all forms of municipal governments 
to a "city manager plan." 
That is 
significant. 
We note Grand Rapids, Michigan. 
voting on the city m anager plan; it 
changes its council of twenty-four 
aldermen to a council of seven, and 
changes from twelve wards to three 
districts. Springfield, Massachusetts, 
has started a campaign for one. Ex- 
Mayor Illankenbiirg of Philadelphia, 
in a recent article in tile Independ­

that a small council of 
nine members with a city manager 
would be the ideal city government 
for Philadelphia.

How are pistons lapped In? 
Pistons are hipped in by running the 
motor by some external power until 
they are a good working fit, using 
plenty of oil while doing it. After hav­ 
ing assembled the engine the easiest 
way to drive It Is to drive by a Isdt 
over the flywheel face. 
lf yours is a 
motor with a detachable fiend It is not 
necessary to put tile bead on when 
lapping in tin* pistons. 


Can you tell me the difference be­ 
tween 
a 
progressive 
and 
selective 
transmission ? 
They ore both under the general 
heading of sliding gear transmission. 
The words “progressive” and “•elec­ 
tive” npply to the c u ra to r's control. In 
tin1 progressive typo transmission it Is 
necessary in changing gears to pass 
through the gears in their natural or 
der, but In the selective type it Is pos 
slide to shift Into the gears a t random. 


Does a machnnical lubricator need 
any adjusting as to how much oil to 
feed is naeded? 
A mechanical lubricator generally 
lias adjustments for each of the Indi­ 
vidual 
pumps 
which 
force the oil 
through the independent leads. 
The 
adjustment 
generally 
controls 
the 
length of Hie pump stroke, which In 
turn governs tile amount of oil fed. 


What are the number of degree! off 
center the valves should open and dote 
to get the best results from the major­ 
ity of cars? 
For the average motor the timing Is 
as follows: 
Inlet o|s*ns 11.5 degrees 
past upper center; exhaust opens ld.fi 
degrees 
Is* fore 
lower center;

center. Tills Is the result of averaging 
a great nu in 1st of engines. 


Thare is a knock in the motor of my 
car. 
I took the engine down and put 
in new bushings, new pins, naw rings 
and new valve! and tightened the con­ 
necting rode and main bearings. When 
the spark is advanced a clicking sound 
is heard, but with it retardsd it knocks. 
The knock ie not aa noticeable when 
advanced, but with the spark retarded 
it makea the engine very hot, and it 
has not the power that it has when ad­ 
vanced. 
The lights ara connected with 
the magneto and sometimes when burn­ 
ing and the spark is fully retarded the 
motor does not knock. 
It will run 
smoothly for about two miles and then 
give two or three spark clicks and then 
stop knocking.

There is a slight leak from th# bot­ 
tom of my carburetor. The cork float 
ia good, and the valve# appear tight.

’rile repair of the leak will dejsmd 
upon whether or not it is of a i*orma- 
neut nature or merely the condensa­ 
tion of thi* gasoline Iii the manifold 
after stopping the motor, 
lf tim pisa 
line leaks from the carburetor for u 
short time after the motor Is stopiHst 
and then stops leaking it bs the gaso­ 
line which has been drawn up in tile 
manifold condensing and then running 
bin k into the carburetor, causing It to 
overflow. 
Tile remedy for this Is in 
the fitting of bot air connections which 
assist in thoroughly vaporizing all the 
gasoline, lf the leak Is a steady one It 
shows thut the cork float is slightly 
water logged, In which ease it will have 
to Ik* dried out and resheUaeked or the 
valve to the gasoline Inlet does not set 
tightly and will have to is* ground In. 
You should make sure ttint the float 
valve seat and the Iwwl gasket Iii 
the bottom of the bowl are Iii good 
condition, with the flout at the proper 
height -that is, one and one-sixteenth 
inch from the top of the bowl to tho 
top of the float, 
lf these three ]>oitits 
are correct the carburetor will not leak. 


Does it harm a battery to let it be­ 
come fully discharged during th# win­ 
ter month* and then have it recharged 
In the spring? 
Yes; this treatment would barm tho 
battery.
